turbance will reach the Pacific Coast 
about November 21bt, cross tho West 
of Rockies country by the close of the 
223, the Great Central Valleys from 
the 23d to 25th and tho Eastern State* 
the 26th. 


The storm center will probably enter 


the Pacific Coast not far from San 
Francisco and follow n moro southern 
route across tho continent than usual. 


The disturbance will briug in the 
oldest part of the mouth, or the great- 
est departures belosvthe daily averages 
of the month. The generaj forecasts 
for this month were for low averages 
the first, few days, high averages about 
the lHh to 14th and low averages from 
he 21st to 28th. 
Tbe warm wove will cross the west of 


Rockies countiy about the 21st, the 
great central valleys the 23d and the 
Eastern States the 25th. A cool wave 
will cross tho west of Rockies country 
about the 24th, the great central val- 
leys the 26th and the Eastern States
